SUWON, Korea—-(AP)—Gen. MacArthur said in 


effect today that no one can win the war under present 
conditions. 


On a flying visit to the front the Allied commander 


warned, however, that the Communists appear to be 
massing their forces for a mighty new spring offensive. 


But MacArthur said in a statement that the Chi- 


nese Reds have no more than "an almost hopeless chance 
of ultimate victory." 


He was no more hopeful of Allied chances for vic-

As the war is being fought now, MacArthur said, 


"The battlelines cannot fail in time to reach a point of 
theoretical military stalemate." 


After the front reaches a stalemate, MacArthur 


added, "Our further advances would military benefit the 
enemy more than it would ourselves." 


Even during a stalemate the battlefront would not 


be completely static, the general said. He explained it 
would fluctuate depending upon the shifting forces by 
both sides.

MacArthur predicted the stalemate under these 


conditons which he said now prevail: 


1. "No diminution of the enemy's flow of ground 


forces and materiel to the Korean battle area." 


2. "No major additions to our organizational 
strength." 


3. "A continuation of the existing limitations upon 


our freedom of counter-offensive action." 


He did not explain the third point. Great Britain 


has opposed any renewal of the drive across the border 
into North Korea. Allied planes do not oomb Commu- 
bases in China.

Allied big guns on the western

Shortly before the .assault boat* 
shoved off 148 artillery pieces 
poured 7,000 rounds into the Redt 
in 20 minutes.

It lists in detail' for the first 


time the products affected. 


In addition to passenger cars, 


furniture, refrigerators, radios and 
television sets, which were men- 
tioned in the previous policy an-

ers, cameras and ashtrays, private 
airplanes, garbage disposal units, 
burial caskets and many others.

Bv Workers All Over Country

' WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 
government's cost of living index 
Is issued by the government every 
month to show whether living 
costs are going up or down. So it's 
of importance to everyone. 


It's of special importance to 


thousands of unionized workers 
ti-hose contracts let them get a 
pay raise when the index goes up 
so much. 


And last night top labor leaders 


reportedly were demanding the 
government relax its wage freeze 
to let all workers get a two per 
cent pay raise every time the in- 
dex goes up two points. 


Shows Price Changes 


This is the way the government 


describes the living cost index: 


It shows the change in prices 


for goods and services "normally" 
bought by moderate income fam- 
ilies living in large cities. 


More than 150 paid people 


around the country gather the 
prices for the labor department's 
p,,r^p.j of L"N->r Statistic-; (BLS) 
which averages them out. 


Because of the time needed to 


work on the figures, the monthly 
index always lags a month behind 
the month for which living costs 
aie reported. 


In 22 cities only the prices on 


food are noted. In an additional 34 
cities, field workers gather the

Even though ma- 
terials shortages may have cut 
them down to low production or 
none at all, they are retaining their 
manpower and postponing con- 
version. They argue that, in the 
last war, the conscientious owner 
who converted early, at his own 
expense and at the loss of his 
customers, sent those customers to^. 
competitors who waited 18 months^ 
or two years—and then got de- 
fense contracts at higher rates as 
well. So hundreds of plants are 
waiting, watchfully. 


Consequently, with shortages in 


engineers, 
equipment,

tools, critical materials,—and the 
will to cooperate—the whole vast 
industrial 
machine is 
affected. 


The gears clash and the motor 
splutters. 


In 1941, an actual state of war* 


cut back production for civilian 
use and released men, machines 
and materials for war work.

In an American rifle company of about 180 men, 37 men

• same size has only two men who do not spend their time 
shooting at the enemy. 


In a U. S. heavy weapons company, 56 men do no fight- 


ing. In a Soviet heavy weapons unit, just nine are not busy 
shooting. 


Cast on a broader basis and expressed in terms of rela- 


;tive fire-power, the story is this: A Soviet battalion of 555 
: men has total fire-power of 1370 pounds a minute. A U. S. 
; battalion of 837 men has fire-power of only 1200 pounds a

As of now, the U. S. must call up be- 
tween 6,000,000 and 7,000.000 men to get 100 divisions into 
the field. The Russians can put in 100 divisions with just 
2,200,000 men.

showing. Our standards of feeding and care for our soldiers 
are far higher than the Russians', and that takes men. Red 
army soldiers are trained almost from birth as beasts of bur- 
den.

Moreover, our geographic position as an island continent 


means we must operate long trans-oceanic supply lines to 
keep an army in the field in Europe or Asia. Obviously such 
lines cannot be maintained with the same limited personnel 
the Russians would use in supporting a force fighting on land 
lines relatively close to home. 


But none of those facts is full justification for the huge 


differences shown. If we are to get the best from our lim- 
ited manpower, we have no choice but to organize our army 
far more efficiently than it appears to be set up today.
